As observers speculated on the ef- 
fect this would have on trade be- 
tween the United States and the bellig- 
erent powers, a spokesman from the 
American Federation of Labor told 
the United Press that the trade union- 
ists had not formulated a wide-spread 
labor movement against war. 

The federation went on record at 
its Atlantic City (N. J.) convention 
for peace. President William Green, 
of the American Federation, has re- 
peatediy insisted that the workman 
does not want war and wants this 
nation to stay out of the Italo-Ethio- 
pian conflict. 

“The San Pedro incident is simply 
a case of a man wanting to protect 
his life—a very human impulse,” said 
the federation official.

The treasury report today showed 
the rate of government expenditures 
holding close to revised 1936 esti- 
mates made by the President in his 
budget summary of last September.

736,845,086, compared with the esti- 
mate of $7,752,332,000. 

Receipts have averaged only $9,911,- 
952 a day, which rate would bring the 
year’s revenues only to $3,627,774,.432, 
compared with the estimated $4,470,- 
349,140. Treasury officials are count- 
ing on the spring revenues to pull up 
the final total. 

Similarly, at the present rate of 
spread between income and outgo, 
the deficit for the year would be S4,- 
109,042,106, but spring income tax 
payments may bring it more closely 
to the estimated $3,281,982,860.
